Public Health，however， is un- 
der a_ hiring freeze，and would 
probably have to incorporate in 
order to hire staff to administer 
the program， “Whatever hap- 
pens,”says Ortmeyer,“we have 
to _ break even.” Kopp strongly 
favors U.S. Public Health，but 
the County Mental Health Advi- 
SOIyY Board，of which Kopp is a 
member，last week，with 及 opp 
absent, reaffirmed its Support of 
Lurie"s decision . 

It is the health professionals 
aligned against the supervisors 
who havethe powerto hold up al 
operating funds for the Maxi- 
Center. The NIMH grant only 
covers staffing grants- The Citi- 
Zen's Advisory Board of the dis- 
trict is split right down the 
middle and voted 9-8 against 
RAMS in the last vote，with two 
of the votes of the majority being 
contested by RAMS. 

Dr. Lurie stands firmly behind 
his recommendation， He points 
out that RAMS broadened its 
base to include a multi-ethnic 
board,， including Chinese，Japa- 
nese，a Korean and a Pilipino， 
and seven Caucasians， He says 
there is only one person from 
Northeast (Donna Yee) and that 
RAMS is committed to non-dis- 
criminatory hiring procedures.

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AFFIRNMATIVE BILL

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Because 
“it is ttme we brought the hypoc- 
risy to an end,”State Senator 
George RMoscone has intro- 
duced legislation providing for a 
three-point affirmative action 
program at all levels of govern- 
ment in California. 


Declaring that“the purpose of 
this legislation is to strengthen 
ouUr existing Don-discrimination 
ljaws and to make government 
agencies a model for the rest of 
OUr Society,” Moscone further 
claimned that he was confident his 
bill would be able to“deal with 
anyjlegitimate objections.… 


MUSCLE 


Designated SB 750，the Ppro- 
posal above all provides for an 
“upward Immobility”Pprograrm that 
would enable subprofessional 
employees to quality for profes- 
sional positions in government 
agencies.A familiar ploy employ- 
ers Use is to hire minorities 
(whether of race, sex, or age) and 
to consign them to insignificant 
positions without advancement or 
the opportunity to reach the 
highest level of their abilities; SB 
750 requires that every affirma- 
tive action plan in the state make 
a distinct provision allowing for 
their “upward mobility.…” 

The bulk of the bil，however， 
deals with the muscle in enforc- 
ing not only this proposition，but

SB 750 gives newW 
power to the Fair 了 mployment 
Practices Commission (FEPC) of 
the State as it allows the agency 
to initiate rather than just receive 
complaints; to _ withhold funds 
from or imnpose fines on agencies 
not complying with the law; and 
to serve as the review board of al 
affirmative action plans produced 
by local and state agencies，plus 
each private frm they ever con- 
tract with. “The FEPC will be- 
come an aggressive body of peo- 
pleto fight discrimination,”Mos- 
cone proclaimed，“we want to 
givetrue authority to 过. 


OPPORTUNITY 


Since the bill mandates that al 
government agencies abide by 
the affirmative action plans they 
shoud already have filed with the 
FEPC，or be cut of 人 ff from any 
state Ioney， Moscone antici- 
pates his greatest opposition to 
come from local interest groups 
(e.g.，the California League of 
Cities or the League of City 
Voters) where the objection is 
that local communities cannot 
afford to really carry out and per- 
form such programs. Recogniz- 
ing this，he pointed out that“ 让 
cities cannot afford to operate 
moralljy，then they shouldnt 
operate at all . . . it is important 
that government agencies dem- 
onstrate to the society .at large 
that we can expand opportunities 
for minorities and women.” 


PROVISION 

Finaly，Senator Moscone jn- 
cluded'in his bill a provision that 
allows public agencies to ignore 
the “prevailing wage”standard 
used to determine salaries. Reas- 
oning that 过 would be foolish to 
“spread the discrimination”from 
private sectors which may dis- 
criminate， he condemned the 
“prevailing wage Syndrome” as 
inequitable, concluding that“you 
should not claim to be paying 
people fairly, when you're not.” 


Ford Mentions Peking 
Trip，Skips Taipei 


WASHINGTON 一 President 
Ford reaffirmed the United States 
interest in improving relations 
with the People's Republic of 
China in a“State of the World” 
address before Congress April 
10. 

In a televised address to a joint 
session of Congress，President 
Ford welcomed back Speaker of 
the House Carl Albert and Re- 
publican House Leader John J. 
Rhodes from their recent trip to 
China. 

STABILITY 

The President said,“With the 
People's Republic of China，we 
are firmly fxed on the course set 
forth in the Shanghai commrtu- 


nique. Stability in Asia and the 
world requires our constructive 
relations with one-fourth of the 
human race. Aftertwo decades of 
mutual isolation and hostility， 
we have in recent years built a 
promijising foundation. Deep dif- 
ferences in our hilosophies and 
Social systems will endure. But so 
should our mutual long-term in- 
terests and the goals to which our 
countries have jointly subscribed 
in Shanghai. 

“ITwill visit China later this year 
to reaffirm these interests and to 
accelerate the improvement im 
OUI relations.” 

He did not mention the Repub- 
lic of China in his address.

INDIA TOOK OVER SIKKIM 


Last week, Indian troops moved into the small kingdom of Sikkim at the 
foot of the Himalayas，fought and disarmed the four hundred palace 
guards, and took over the nation. 

Sikkim lies at a strategic location between China and India. The major 
road going from one nation to the other passes through Sikkim. Now that 
the Indians have moved in, their troops and the Chinese border patrols will 
face each other on a 14,600 foot high pass, Nathua La, only 25S miles from 
Sikkim's capitol Gangtok. 

While we protest the Indian invasion，we hope that China and India will 
fefrain from fighting another border war. Both nations， understandably， 
have been concerned with the problems of thousands of Tibetan refugees 
who are loyal to the Lamas. The solution lies in how the Chinese will handle 
Tibetan reforms which may eventually induce the return of the refugees and 
earnest negotiation regarding the border territorial conflict between the two 
nations，

Rockefeller fo Taiwan 


WA3SHINGION 一 The White 
House announced April 12 that vice 
president Rockefeller would repre- 
sent the United States at the state 
名 neral of President Chiang in Tai- 
wan April 16. 

The choice of Rockefeller came 
after the White House had first 
picked Secretary of Agriculture Earl 
L. Butz as head of the delegation. 


PROTESTS 

When the hews Spread,， the State 
Department and the White House 
began receiving protests both from 
Taiwan and from many Americans 
friendly to the Nationalists，News 
Servyices carried a strong protest 
voiced by Senator Goldwater. 

Well-placed sources said that the 
choice of Dr. Butz had been made 
by the White House with Secretary 
Kissinger's approval in an effort to 
avoid damaging relations with Pek- 
ing，according to a report by the 
New York Times. 

Kissinger later decided to replace 


| Butz with someone who had major 


stature but relatively minor political 
Importance. 

The _ State Department initially 
asked Chief Justice Warren 下 . Bur- 
ger，but Burger declined on the 
ground that the court load was 
heavy.

The final choice of Rockefeller 
will ease concern of many conhserva- 
tive Americans who had first pro- 
tested abonut the choice of Butz.

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Chinese Scienfists Find 
New Animal Specimens 


PEKRING 一 Over 14,000 speci- 
mens of animals and plants were 
collected by young Chinese biolo- 
gists on the Chinghai-Tibet pla- 
teau last year，Many of these 
were new or gathered for the first 
time in China. 

The findings provided valuable 
data for compiling literature on 
China's fauna and flora and tap- 
ping biological resources on the 
plateau， 

The survey was conducted in 
the Ari area by members of the 
Biological Institute of Chinghai 
province, Northwest China. They 
collected more than 100 plant 
specimens around the Mavam 
Tso Lake below the peak of the 


Gangdis range against 18 listed 
in previous records，and dis- 
covered some 400 wild herbs, in- 
cluding more than 100 of medi- 
cinal value. 

ASSES AND YAKS 

The surveyors also found flocks 
of Asiatic wild asses，wjld yaks， 
Tibetan antelopes，lynxes and 8a 
kind of highland hare on the 
grasslands and snow-clad moun- 
tains, as well as an abundance of 
waterfowjl and fish in the rivers 
and ljakes. 

Covering 4,000 miles in four 
months, the young scientists had 
to battle against bitter cold，high 
altitude，rarefied air and tough . 
traveling_ conditions.

“Berkeley is different from San 
Francisco and Oakland，where 
there are .large- groups of indi- 
vidual Asians. Because it's small 
(in Berkeley), the Asian group is 
together. Lt is Asian in the fll 
Sense of the word more so than 
San Francisco or Oakland” said 
Tony Leong，director of Asians 
for Job Opportunity in Berkeley 
(AJOB). 

Leong said the Asians got to- 
gether as a _ political force. With 
the help of Asian organizations 
and Councilwoman Ying Lee Kel- 
ley，they informed the city of 
Berkeley and the federal govern- 
mentthatthere wereanumper of 
poor，uUnemployed or underem- 
ployed Asians living in Berkeley. 
They rajllied for action and con- 
sequently AJOB was formed in 
December 1974. 

. AJOB，a non-profit organiza- 
tion，is funded under the U.S. 
Department of Labor under the 
Comprehensive 了 Employment 
Training Act of 1973 (CETA) and 
is sponsored by the City of Berke- 
ley. 

GOALS 

Two of the main goals of AJOB 
are to help find jobs for Berkeley 
Asians and to provide training 
program Placement.， AJOB is 
obligated to train students ”也 
Skills for jobs as wel. 

Since its first month of opera- 
tion in January，AJOB has had 
over 80 families apply. But dur- 
ing its first fiscal year，AJOB is 
“contractually obligated to find 
permanent jobs for 70 unem- 
ployed，underemployed or low-- 
income Berkeley Asian residents 
or place them in skills training 


programs such as the East Bay . 


Skills Center,”said Leong. 

During the year AJOB offers a 
4 区 -month training prograrm for a 
class of 35 (70 persons in a year) 
in vocational English，office ma- 
chine instruction， office proce- 
dure, typing, andtesttaking. 

“Community awareness Ses- 
seions are also held to expose ouUr 
students to such available social 
serVices as family planning，wel- 
fare，health，etc.,”said Leong. 
“We contact other agencies to 
help meet the needs of the stu- 
dents. The other agencies refer a 
lot of people to us and we refer 
people to them.… 

CENTER 

For the past month and a half， 
AJOB has been providing a vol- 
untary twijlight service center， 
from 5 to 9 p.m. The center is 
staffed with two_ volunteers，8a 
person from the JInternational 
Institute ip Berkeley and another 
from the Alameda Legal Aid Soci- 
ety._The center_ is open every

In April，the center will no 
longer be voluntary， With the 
approval of the city council，the 
center just got funded by the 
Berkeley Community Action Pro- 
gram (CAP).

But AJOB does not plan to stop 
there. “We're going to get into 
gathering statistics about Asians 
in Berkeley，such as how many 
Asians live in Berkeley and their 
income levels”said Leong. 

He said based on the statistics 
they gather，they can ask fr 
more programs. He said AJOB 
was Working with ASIAN，Inc. in 
San Francisco on writing Up .SUT- 
veys and gathering information. 

SKILLS BANK 

With the help of the Alameda 
Legal .Aid Society，AJOB gets 
legal information on affirmative 
action, 世 hopes to use this to hi 
middle management. In the proc- 
ess，AJOB plans to develop a 
skills bank，where Asians，not 
just low-income Asians, can come 
to AJOB and find jobs. 

So far AJOB has placed eight 
students in jobs. 

“The majority of our students 
are Women and two-thirds of the 
student body are married， The 
average age is 29; the oldest 


stu-dent is 42 and the youngest is 


20. Most of our students are un- 
skilled although they come from 
backgrfounds that include work- 
ing in sewing factories to being 
an _ accountant and a pediatri- 
cian,”said Leong.

THRIVE IN TIBET 


LHASA，China 一 Apple trees， 
new to the Tibetan plateau，are

In 1956，over 1,000 apple sap- 
lings were brought in by the late 
Vice premier Chen Yi. The trees 
were planted on a state farm in 
the western suburbs of Lhasa.

The Chinese have come a long way since Surviving in the ports of San 
.Francisco。 Establishing themselves in the small eight-block radius，uP 
sprung the many shops, factories, small stores and restaurants which be- 
came known as the Chinatown we know and live in. It is one of “the most 
beautiful cities in the world.”The pagoda-style buildings and lights, the 
oriental incense, the “neat little”gift shops,， grocery stores and restaurants 
and so forth, make up the unique portrait of Chinatown so attractive to 
tourists. 

Tourism, of course, is the major business of the city,， and we're doing 
very Well according to the statistics. The many people who live in China- 
town cater to these tourists. They are courteous and respectful and go out 
oftheir way to be nice. After all,it is the only proper way to treat the custo- 
mers.-But what about the courtesy and respect due to these hardwortking 
people from the tourists? 

Each yeatr when the tourist season starts, there is always some kind of 
conflict that confronts all of us because we are Chinese. The tourists re- 
gard themselves as welcomed visitors，who with undquestioned liberty do 
whatever they please. Some fail to see that we who live hereare equal to 
them. Some are rude, noisy and totally inconsiderate, yet we tolerate it. Put 
downs, insults, and embarassing incidents are constant in Chinatown life. 
Wetolerate all this because we're trying to make a living too. We are con- 
sidered docile, quiet, hardworking, defenseless and we can be trampled on 
by anyone. Not truel 

One example of such an incident is what happened to my sister quite re- 
cently. She and I had just purchased dinner at Kentucky Fried Chicken. 
Weboarded an uncrowded cablecar among the mufled giggle of a white 
tourist family who saw the Kentucky Fried Chicken ba8g. As we were on OUT 
wayhome, a white girl, presumably one of the daughters in the family，be- 
gan lightly kicking my sister. My sister was annoyed but ignored her. The 
kicking continued until my sister got angry and blew Up. She confronted 
the girl when the cablecar stopped and told her 让 she wanted to “get 
down'" she better “get down nowl” The girl did not reply but turned to her 
companions who giggled nervously. She then added a rematrk about having 
respect toward each other's home. We got o 征 , they yelled the usual obscen- 
ities to which my sister coolly replied,“Why didn't you do something 
earlier?” 

Some people have not accepted the fact that Chinese are here to stay- 
Most of us have accepted American customs, way of dress and language， 
yet we are outcasts oftwo continents, one of native China, and the other， is 
our nonacceptance in a white America. Our ancestors suffered prejudices 
because they did not want to adopt American lifestyles and ideals，and 
today we are still not accepted, though “Americanized,， and because Some 
of the traditional bad .opinions of the Chinese have passed on to the 
younger generation. 

DPm sure incidents similar to the one above happen to each one of us at 
least once. We go out of the way to service the tourists and we get those 
who don't appreciate it. [think that it's time we make those tourists realize 
that Chinese are people too. We aren't servants or maids who do anything 
at beck and call, but people willing to help others. We the Chinese mtst 
speak out against all the injustices shown to us. We should not make the 
mistake that our ancestors did by letting others take advantage of them， 
Instead use the mistake as an example of the hard toil and labor put forth 
by our ancestors whose efforts got the Chinese to where they are today,，a 
recognized people. Their efforts should not go "wasted . 

With the summer season coming up, Ithink we had all better prepare 
ourselves for these types of incidents, and how to react to them. Remind 
yourselves of your ancestors， youUr parents and your people, don't let the 


generations of silent suffering be forgotten. It's time to speak outi
